It has been .sai«l that immi){ranis micIi as 1 have mentioned l><< i >' 
Americanixed in a few years and then demand a better wage. That has

.ijiital ha» met the impnivrment by bringing in a new lul to all 'lir places 
if those who will ik> longer be the "white slave*."

internal c ndition. When smallpox epitlemics are extensive the general 
death rate is low. Thus smallpox is of great benefit to humaniix. The 
general sii|KTstition that it is a dread disease is wrong. It is als<j ut- 
ter t i|]\ t'l believe it contagious and that one attack in most cases makes 
the itaticnt immune from a second. On the other hand, 1 have proven 
that a person who has at one time had smallpox is 63 1-3 pt r cent, more 
liable lo catch it again than oilier*. To tnoculatc the bodj of babes with 
A filtl) disease from tbe «bw is ft crime.

It muM, however, be borne lu 
mind that in that part of tb* country 
tha rainfall fai gaaarally balow 15 tncbeti 
par year.
